1976IV - GAt'E REVIEWS 

ERIC VERIIEIDEH (Prance, stand-by)? 76BV easily ranks as one of 
the most interesting panes I have participated in - and I have been 
in quite a few. The reason is mainly the efforts of the German nlay- 
er, Curt Gibson, who was my ally until very late in the game. Re 
consistently sent out long and detailed letters to most of the play- 
ers, outlining plans, which were frequently quite innovative and go- 
ing into details about his psychic- beliefs which, if a bit unusual, 
were usually interesting no net he less. 

As far as the game was concerned, I came in after two years of 
Tjlay and devoted my early efforts to the removal of England. Gibson 
convinced me that having stabbed Germany, he was too dangerous to keep 
around. Also, frankly, my position was much improved as a result. 

assia took the opportunity to claim Scandinavia for his very own and 
O.so kept up the pressure on Germany's eastern front, his Achilles' 
heel, as it turned out, thereby preventing him from profiting fron 
England's demise to the extent I was able to. 

The next phase of the gome was an attempt to stalemate against 
Russia/Turkey, allies from the start, who had taken out Austria with 
some effort and now were clearly lookinr west. I kept my alliance 
with Gibson and made a deal with Lipton's Italy to hold off the east. 
I was quite willing at that point to settle for a five-way draw in 
line with my general policy of rewarding minor power allies for their 
efforts . 

The eastern nu'-'eio, however, were in no mood for a large draw and 
our tactical position was insufficiently strong to enforce our demands . 
Fere credit has to go to Gregg Gallagher. Pis tactical expertise kept 
us constantly at the limits of our defenses and every slight error in 
jiid?vnouL was exploited to the fullest. There were two primary tacti- 
cal errors on our parts. First, the failure to get a fleet into Ben- 
pnrk and later the Baltic, which would quite possibly have enabled the 
liquidation of Russia's Scandinavian position. Second, the recapture 
of Venice, largely due to Italian insistence, which cost critical time 
in the more important northern situation. 

Battlefield reverses at the expense of Germany gradually led to a 
more demanding tone from Gibson, in regard to the acceptance of a Turk- 
ish proposal to liquidate Italy and thereafter presumably draw. The 
tactical situation being as critical as it was, I could ill afford a 
German switch and so reluctantly went along. Turkey's renegging on 
the deal and demanding all of mainland Italy was why Lipton held on 
so long. Gibson by this tine was so freak that he threw in with the 
Russians , however Russia wasn't buying, in fact rather he sold out Gib- 
son and this reaulted in the loss of the last German center. Realisti- 
cally, though, I would probably have acceded to Rus so -Turkish demands 
for Germany ' s removal sooner or later anyhow . 

This left the big three. Russia and Turkey were still allied, but 
untrusting (with good reason) and further batt;e would have led either 
to a stalemate or a victory for one, Bergeman's to ny mind, if I was 
forced to make a choice . Fence the final draw, 

GREGG GALLAGHER (Russia): I had started writing this piece by at- 
tempting a turn by turn analysis of the game - it proved to be most 
frustrating, as the early turns defy analysis - I look forward to the

P USSIA - This was my first postal rarae, and only my third game of 
any form of Diplomacy . This was reflected in my poor tactics, and in- 
ability to discriminate between friends and enemies, I should have 
ucen more aggressive towards Germany and Turkey initially, less so 
towards England when things pot tough for him - my help might have de- 
layed his demise for several years! My overriding concern throughout 
"he game was to convince Turkey that an alliance between us would be 
very rewarding for him. Although at the beginning he didn't buy the 
argument , Aus tria-IIungary ' s actions eventually threw 
him into my camp . This is 

TURKEY - I think Rich underestimated himself 
throughout the game. The win was there for him to 
take if he wanted it. All he had to do was to stab 
me in the latter stapes of the game when Vienna , Buda- 
pes t and Rumania were vulnerable . Fe was a pretty good 
tactician, and his tactical analyses helped me to make 
my own decisions as to what were the best moves. We 
had a fairly. lonp alliance - and I think we would have 
beaten Eric if we had continued - if Eric hadn't 
threatened to throw the game to Rich if I didn't vote 
Zor the draw! I see bip thinps ahead for Ficb in the 
hobby.

AUSTBtTA-nUNGARY - Hill came across to us as beinp a little too 
click for his own pood.. Granted, the situation in the Balkans neces- 
sitates this - I would like to have been France or England in this 
game - Will might be a better ally (far removed) than he is a neigh- 
'?o ■_*■ and potential adversary ! 

ITALY - I had very little to do with Italy throughout the Frame. 
V: . Williams was a disinterested player, and Ttr. Lipton was curiously 
rsilent • In the latter stages of the game Lipton could have used my in- 
tercession wi th Turkey - but he never wrote . Curt Gibson theorized 
'chat Lipton and Eric were "sinpatico" because they were veterans , 
chile Gibson, Berpeman, and I were amateurs. He might have placed more 
trust in the "sure-thing" of Verheiden' s record, but I think that his 
eventual, demise indicates that he would have been better off playing 
Trance and Turkey off against each other. 

FRANCE - Remillard, like Williams, was a disinterested party whom 
I had little to do with - and then came Eric . I must admit that Eric 
had me totally in awe for the first few years of our relationship over 
the board. Here was a "personality" in the hobby , renowned in the hob- 
by for his superb tactics, particularly in the area of stalemate lines . 
Gradually, my awe of Mr. Verheiden turned to simple respect, and with 
it the challenge to beat one of the best. I think Eric will support 
my contention that Rich and I would have eventually beaten him. Fis 
threat of throwing the game to Rich played on my fears that sooner or 
later Rich would see that the win was there for him to grab . I look 
forward to playing with Eric in a more friendly atmosphere - I have a 
lot to learn, and I'd like to be able to learn from one of the masters. 

ENGLAND - You couldn't have guessed it from the game, but Ron and 
1 have become fairly pood friends as a result of this game. Re lives 
about 20 miles from me, and we've gotten together several times over 
the past year and a half to play wargames. He's also responsible for . 
my re-activization as member of Young Americans for Freedom, of which 
he is now National Director . Game -wise , his outside commitments re- 
-;lted in spotty correspondence, which I misinterpreted as belliger- 
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ence. Knowing what I do now, the pare would have turned out far differ- 
ent as I would have been r.uch mo re supportive of hir- . 

GERMANY - And last, but certainly not least, there 1 s Curt Gibson. 
Let r.e start out by say in? that Curt was nost flexible in this pare - 
resulting in his flip-flopping to the point where he never really be- 
came a "pr eat power" . But to leave a discussion of Curt at this is a 
"Tf.at injustice. He's one of the nost interesting and eccentric charac- 
ters I We ever core across . Fe writes in a shorthand reminiscent of

At the same meeting 
Interim President Ford expressed an interest in returning to the Pre- 
ss idency. 

(9 April) : As the second Panama Canal Treaty lurches towards ra- 
tification, the Pe Concini reservation becomes of vital importance . 
This reservation, written in by Senator De Concini of Arizona, contra- 
dicts another clause in the treaty that the US will not "interfere in 
the internal affairs of Panama". The reservation gives the US this 
right, as if any nation could claim "internal affairs" with respect 
to the overwhelming power of the United States. In fact, this reser- 
vation is the whole point of the treaty. Uith ratification, Panama 
will ber-ome the guilty party once the US invokes the reservation. Our 
position will be, "TJe negotiated and approved this treaty in good 



faith , and now Panama has violated its solemn obligations . " This will 
give the United States a p.ucii stronger hand than if the treaty had been 
defeated. ( Daily News ) 

The n e ut ron bomb , also currently under debate, is a quintessentially 
American weapon. The lesser peoples of the world outnumber us by about 
14 to 1, but we have the greatest material prosperity. Therefore, a wea- 
pon which kills people, and except for a relatively small range spares 
property is just what we need. For the time being development of this 
bo.mb has been postponed, but the USSR knows that we are "clearly .seeking 
to get from the Soviet Union concessions on other, unrelated matters". 
( Daily Hews ) Some western European nations whose governments are allied 
with us and therefore under our control have also been a little restive 
about the neutron bomb, but the United States is fortunate enough to be 
so strong that we don't have to worry about the opinions of others. 

(12 April): Although the United States is at the center of a world- 
wide system of military alliance, we are not currently fighting a war di- 
rectly. (Instead, as in Zaire, our subject allies are doing the job for 
us.) Some people profess to rejoice at this state of affairs. But they 
shoild consider the tragic case of Japes Thomas, 21, of a Detroit suburt . 
According to the Daily News , Thomas was arrested for killing an attrac- 
tive actress with a five -pound sledgehammer , and seriously wounding her 
four-year-old son. 

TJ e are always going to have people like Thomas with us; a search of. 
his effects revealed a list with the names of his victim and several 
other young women. Fe will probably spend the rest of his life in prison. 
If the US had been at war, Thomas would very likely have been with the 
army. Like many others in Vietnam, he would have been killing women, and 
children for the benefit of the United States of America, and would be not 
a criminal but a hero like Lieutenant Calley. Var makes it possible for 
the Thomases to be, not criminals and social waste, but useful citizens 
oftheircountry. 

(13 £ p ril) : According to the Daily N e ws and the Pos t , the Indian gov- 
ernment has been complaining about a nuclear tracking device that the US 
CIA left in the Himalaya Mountains. The device is leaking plutonium into 
the watershed of the Ganges River, in which millions of Hindus bathe to 
absorb the holiness of its waters. India. apparently has yet to learn that 
the agencies of the US government can go where they please and do what 
they want. Let them absorb that with their Ganges water! 

Also in the Daily Hews , Jimmy Breslin gets a run-down on the neutron 
bomb from a 16 -year -old immigrant from Fussia, a star physics student at 
Brooklyn Technical Figh School. The student observed that the details of 
making a neutron bomb can be found in a few journals. Ereslin promises to 
give more details as the student passes them to him. Try it yourself! 

Also in the Dai ly News , five major US banks announced that they have 
been loaning Chile over $1,100,000,000 since the CIA overthrew Allende an ^ 
made the country safe for American inv.es t men t . 

Moct of the US press has of course been a faithful supporter of the 
Presidents and their foreign policy. Fvery American daily was on record 
in favor of the American war effort in Vietnam, and 95% of them endorsed 
President Nixon when he was running for re-election in 1972. But a few 
papers and columnists still think they can get away with questioning the 
policies of the government. They got a warning from a close personal 
friend of President Carter, who is clearly speaking the President's own 
views . Bert Lance , "speaking to the American Society of Newspaper Editors, 
warned tha^ censorship could be 'a conceivable outcome of what appears to 
be a headstrong refusal to get your own house in order. ( Daily News ) 

And Attorney General Bell, the nan who would enforce the censorship, 
warned the editors that "he was going to write to them whenever he found 
a 1 subs tantial'.inaccuracy in any story or column about the Justice Depart- 
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pent carried in your newspapers . * " 

Two men, not only personal friends but also appointees of President 
-"after , have given the word. A lot of newspaper publishers are ^oin^ to 
figure out that it is better to have a pro- government newspaper, than not 
to have a newspaper at all . 

(14 April) : The Dally News reports that a department store "in a . 
large eastern seahord city" is piping a subliminal message along with its 
: 'uzak. The nessase, aimed at curbing shoplifting, is "I will not steal". 

There are obvious extensions to this idea. Pacifism is a far worse 
crime than shoplifting; after all, nobody has ever been shot for shoplift- 
ing. If the United States decides to send troops into Panama , the text 
of the Muzak message could be: "Kill Panamanians! Kill Panamanians! Kill 
Panamanians ! " 

Ethel Lindsay has sent from England another shipment of British poli- 
tical weeklies. One of them, the Socialist Hew Statesman , carries a let- 
ter in its 9 December 1977 issue concerning the 21st anniversary of the 
suppression of the Budapest riots. Arthur Nobes contends that these anti- 
Soviet riots were designed to restore the old, pre-Soviet, pro- American 
government . "There can be no doubt," he writes, "that Prime Minis ter T 
Ilagy, sincere as he may have been, T :as to be used, if possible, as the 
stepping stone to a full-blooded re turn to capitalist dictatorship." Fe 
compares the riots to the CIA * s 1974 overthrow of the Allende government 
; _n Chile. This interpretation is consistent with the strong support 
r?bich the US government pave at the time to the Budapest rioters;

The same issue of Ve. w States na n reviews Ian Greig f s The Communist 
Challenge to Af rica , describing Oreif? as "a seasoned cold, warrior". The 
■ est interesting thinr* about the book is that it is hardcover, but costs 
only £3 ($5.50). The reviewer 1 s friends in the trade claim that it ought 
to cost tfl ($14.50). "Either there was a hidden subsidy of 100 per cent 
plus . . » or the book would have to be bulk -bought and distributed virtual ly 
free by some embassy or propaganda service." Hell of course the CIA has 
been doing this sort of thing for decades. Greig "is very much against 
...all African radical governments, all African 'liberation movemen t s * , 
the Anti-Apar the id Movement , the ''ovetient for Colonial Freedom and the 
World Council of Churches." 

In the New Statesman of 13 January, Christopher Kitchens discusses 
the pro- Am eric an governments of Argentina and Chile. General Videla, the 
dictator of the former country, is quoted as sayinc: "He consider it a 
great crime to attempt against the TT e stern and Christian style of life 
in order to change it." And American banks are "falling all over each 
other to make loans" to Chile. The United States of America is fortu- 
nate to have two such loyal supporters on that once- trouble some continent. 

The historian A. J. P. Taylor, in the same issue, reviews Daniel Yer- 
gin * s Shattered, Peace: The Ori gins of the C old Va r an d t h e K ati onal Secu - 
rity State . Supporting the assertion given above (7 April), Taylor ob- 
serves that "throughout these years ((the Truman administration)) the USSK 
was a frightened poorer desperately on the defensive". By contrast, Truman 
siid, "Unless Russia is faced with an .iron fist and strong language ano- 
ther war is in the making." This same theme of Soviet weakness and ■ 
proud, powerful, warlike American strength has dominated the relations of 
the two countries ever since. 

(15 April): Of course, Senator Hayakawa says in today's Daily News 
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-/hat "US foreign policy around the world has been 'silent 1 and ' timi^ ' in 
the face of x*hat he called 'determined Communist aggression 1 . " But this 
speech is not designed to describe the actual world situation, but to 
urge an even nore strongly anti-Soviet attitude in the America public. 
And if it were otherwise, a body as ineffective as the Senate would hardly 
be the place for a pronouncement on government policy. 

(16 April): Two stories in the Tines contrasted the strength of the 
TJS Presidency with the weakness of everything else. Ronald Humphrey and 
David Tr uong were accused of espionage, and went on trial and were found 
Guilty in Way. The government ' s case was based on the President* s absolute 
right to order any wiretaps that he in his sole responsibility believes 
necessary to the national security. "If the Government wins a conviction 
in the case," Nicholas H. ITorrock wrote, "...it would be the first forral 
action establishing that a President may, on national security grounds , i 
nore the protections against illegal search and seizure embodied in the 
Fourth Amendment to the Constitution." And this is what happened. The 
Times refers to the 170 7 Constitution, an obsolete document on which the 

•overnment of the United States of America was formerly based. 

Meanwhile , a Dutchman named Niko Schouten has got 1 million signatures 
on a petition against the neutron bomb . Ee is invited to wave this peti- 
tion if the United States should ever decide to drop a neutron bomb on Ar- 
sterdam. It should hardly be necessary to add that Mr. Schouten is a Cor- 
Timist . 

(17 April): The Post reports that a Harris Survey found 71% of the 
American public opposed to sending US soldiers to fight in Ethiopia ag- 
ainst the Cubans and Russians . This makes no difference at all, of course. 
The imperial Interests of the United States of America are too high and 
noble to yield to mere transitory majorities. If the President decides to 
send troops to Ethiopia, as his predecessors did to Vietnam, every American 
will approve and support this policy. Or else. 

The Post 1 s resident crier over spilt milk, Wary WcGrory, begins her 
column by observing that "Rep. Henry Reuss of Wisconsin has. called US bank- 
ers to account for bankrolling the military dictatorship of Gen. Aup.usto 
Pinochet of Chile." All this means is, that the next P.epublican to run 
a pa ins t Wr . ^euss will have a money tree at his disposal. 

Whatever politicians and columnists may think they can oppose war , the 
fashion designers know where it's at. Cyndi Stivers, in this same Post , 
reports a "trend to, tough military uniforms" in this year's Paris styles. 
The pho to graphs show black leather , leggings , double-breasted coats , and 
boots . 

(20 April): The Panama Canal treaty has been ratified. All that this 
^eans is, that the United States will settle with the "government" of Pa- 
nama later rather than now. President Carter revealed today that "he was 
prepared to defend the Panama Canal Zone against angry mobs if the Senate 
had not ratified the treaty." ( Daily Mews ) Of course, eventually the US 
will take some action under the Pe Concini Reservation, Panama will object, 
the rioters will go loose, and we f 11 have our military conquest of Panama- 
It is intolerable than Panama should pretend to equality with our imperial 
nation, or assert any voice in running the canal which is an important 
part of America's overseas Empire. 

In today's Times Sissela Eok remarks that "The webs of deceit from 
Vietnam and Watergate were of an. intricacy and a scope that may not soon be 
passed . " Ms . Eok should wait until the time -bomb concealed in the canal 
treaties is ready to go off. Nobody is trickier than we ! 

Since the beginning of the war with Vietnam, several social scientist g 
have been involved in the traditional role of intellectuals - loyally tell- 
ing the government and the public that whatever the government wants to do, 
is right. We recall the work of ^olert Ardery, Ken r ad Lorenz , Robert Shock- 
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ley, Arthur Jensen, and John Delgado towards this noble end. They 
have worked hard to prove that war and Inequality are basic parts of 
human nature - that, to quote a British observer, "bashing your neigh- 
bor is the genetic now* . " Now they are joined by Jane Coo d all , whom 
tne Times reports as saying that the chimpanzees she studies in western 
Tanzania occasionally kill one another. This is not individual murder, 
she is careful to point out, but"war between neighboring groups of chim- 
panzees". A group with 11 males encased on a series of systematic attacks 
against a group with 7 males since 1974, and now only one rale survives 
fro ri the smaller group. 

(21 April): "A special study, commissioned by a member of the Pouse 
rmed Services Committee, contends that the all- volunteer Army is an ex- 
pensive flop," says the Daily News . Obviously, the return of the draft 
vill accompany America's next overseas military action. 

(23 April): On top of Bert lance's recent warning to the press, the 
'■'ashing ton editor of Harper T s "says that American journalism is getting an 
:;nti-business bias." ( Times) Tom Bethel called the newspapers and TV 
networks "sympathetic towards totalitarian regimes". Another Times story 
tells the universities also to shape up; it seems that a Marxist has just 
been appointed chairperson of a department at the University of Maryland, 
ind the state's Governor has come out against him. 

The Time s also carried two stories out of the past. Michael Straus 
Kad an editorial reflecting that 10 years ago he was a rebellious student 
1 1 Co 3 umbia University during the riots of that year. lie has at lonp- last 
decided that law school makes "ore sense than Pacifism, and he sees to- 
'ay's students as unlikely to do as he did. "My attitudes are as differ- 
int from my 21-year-old brother's as they are from my parents'." Me con- 
siders himself a viser ran now . Meanwhile , a Vietnarese named Tran Pinh 
T ruong, who once hauled cargo for the US in Vietnam, has bought two ho- 
tels in New York City. and is shopping for more. As a faithful servant of 
America 1 s imperial interests in the Far East, he obtained "preferred sta- 
tus" as an immigrant . The events of the last decade have profoundly al- 
tered Mr. Straus' outlook on the world — but not Mr. Tran ' s . That's as 
sure a sign as anything, as to which side really won the great controversy 
over the war in Vietnam. 

(24 April): The Dai ly Ne ws took a telephone poll in New York City and 
suburbs, and reports that the Israeli invasion of Lebanon was disapproved 
by a margin of 41%-34%. Here, as in the poll on Ethiopia, it really 

oesn't matter. The invasion was made by a faithful subject ally of the 
'..rerican Empire, and was there fore morally right and justified. 

The 1978 Bilderberp Conference ended in Princeton, N. J., and a for- 
mer Prime Minister of Great Britain "said that the 'consciousness* of NATO 
'ust be 'awakened to this comparatively new situation.'" ( Daily News ) The 
situation is, of course, "the Soviet Union's ranid xpansion of conven- 
tional forces in Africa". Since then the US, France, and Belgium have 
;ent troops into Zaire. 

Another remnant of the "hippie era" appeared on the screen and got 
loyally panned by the Daily N ew s ' Marry Faun. It's a Canadian thing 
called The F.ubb er Gun, which aun c a 2 led "decade-old leftovers from 
lice 's Restaurant." 

(26 Anril): The Indonesian government has been giving five psycholo- 
gical tests designed to identify Communists .

Communists and was told it had none." (Tines )

■ This one in poverty stricken. There is action, but the 
heroine is an unbelievable psice of cardboard that Kas no 
internal moti '.es or conflicts for the reader to contact and 
'thus the reader is left dangling ..-hile this cardboard is 
moved over the Egyptian style of life like a play counter. 
Dull, a juvenile treatment for six year old black girls to 
influence them to become wise ./omen and they v/ill toss it 
aside as unbelievable and unreal. 

Nov, 3UAG KEEP 'starts .'ith a more interesting premise. 
There is a Dungeonr; and Dragons game going on using minature 
figures to represent the players. Or perhaps it is Chivalry 
or Hellride. The transfer medium is the minature figures 
v/hich move the human 1 essence 1 to another world. Several 
humans are caught. (similar .theme as above, no?) There is 
a choice of people to relate to* a berserker, an amaaon, a 
lizardman, an elf, a priest/ ;izard and a bard. • They of course 
fit into the >~orld they are in,, but they are Geas led to 
find that :hich brought them from jSarth and their game to 
fight the battles of someone else. Each of them has a bracelet 
inlaid .'ith dice s four , five , six, hex , sqare , triangluar dice. As 
the dice spin the characters are moved and various things happer 
(Does it sound familar?) . They might have a chance of affecting 
the dice spins, though, by mind po\;er.

In this case the concepts are much too strong for the book. 
Tlie story is of course a quest. But there is not enough time 
spent on the characters inter^eaction or the story of the travel 
either. There are several things in the book that ;ere very 
impressive! wie dragon, the six searching characters thenselve 
the /izard v:ho places them under Geas, the nan/ alien who holds 
their dice. There is not enough of a story here. The book is 
entirely too short for the story/plot/characters. . 

Interesting, but minor, this book ould be a good first 
draft for a novel three times as long. Too much story cut 
out. 

DRAG0I*3ir~Gia, Anne LlcCaffrey 
Atheneum, 1977, ^7.95 

This is the second booit of a jeuvinle series. The heroine 
is Uenolly, a girl of Pern. Pern is the location of the Dragon 
rider novels for hich Anne HcCaffery "won Hugo and Nebula - 
a/ards and nominations several years ago, Ther^is a new book, 
just released* 2K3 .KITS DRAGON, which is said to be both the 
third book of this series (DRAGONPLIGHT, DRAGONRlDES) and the 
series that DRAGONS 1KGER is part of. (DRaQONSOHG is the first 
book of thia series.) 

A basic problem vjith this book is that it covers a very 
short period of time, one week. This is a f la because within 
that period Uenolly must have several very important things 
happen to her. The female children in the story are all very 
intollerant, but then they have no chance -ho become tollerant. 
The men sho n to have prejudices , but ilenolly overcomes 

all oi the important ones jithin that very, short period. It 
is not totally believable. The story itself is rather cheering 
compared to the depressing life she led in IKAGONSONG. The 
trouble here is that all of her problems are solved for her 
more or less by the nad of the author. Menolly really has 
no say in what happens. It .just does. 

The book is easily seen to be a 'middle* book of a series 
and it suffers badly for it. 

Pleasant reading, but not /orth .hile unless you /ant to 
read the entire series. The young adult style of writing 
hurts this story badly. There could be more to it, if it 
had not been 'written do .<n f for the audience. 

HEIR OF SEA AMD FIRS, Patricia A. iicKillip 
Atheneum, 1977, $7-95 

This is also the second book of a series, but .-vhat a 
difference* In this series, the first bobk was told from the 
vie point of rlorgon, Prince oZ Jied (the book is R IDDLSLIASTjSR 
OF H2D, and it is currently available in paperback); this 
book is written from the vie/point of his fiancee, Raederle, 
and it begins a year after tlorgon has vanished. This is an 
impressive method of telling the story and of creating a very 
impressive 'middle' book //here neither action nor flovj suffer 
through the' need to move characters around in identical manners. 
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There are • -'chree vjoaen major characters in this book and 
two off stage male ones. The ./omen are Morgon's sister, 
his fiancee and a lady he met on his trip towards disappearing. 
The 'men are Korgon and the bard he traveled with during" his 
trip, Deth. They only appear durning a brief interlude for 
each one and in the final act/climax at the end of the story. 
Yet, these two men, and a completely unseen one, The High One, 
are the motivating factors of the story. This in opposition 
to the 'standard 1 space opera plot of young hero dashing 
madly off to save lovely lady who cannot save herself. The 
trouble with that comparison is that both heroine, Raederle, 
and Uorgon are capable of saving themselves and dealing with 
troubles they encounter. This is rather a story of learning, 
the tale of hoiv a person encounters set. backs and deals v/ith 
failures. 2ven the'most successful of Raederle's works, which 
leads to the climax, is in ''die most important manner a failure 
for her. This book is not a completion of their story, but 
only a second step, for Morgon and Raederle. 

I recommend this series, both for the innovative method 
that Patricia UcMllip creates her fantasies, and for the 
living/ growing 6f the characters. There is a reminder in me 
to the HemmingT/ay short- story TltE£. SHORT HAPPY LITE OF FiUWCIS 
UACOBSR.

I find the series impressive^ This is the first oook;s.> 
to come from Stephen Donaldson. I have never heard of him ' 
before, and these made a large splash. Already there is a 
certain 'opposition* to their popularity, but that can be 
written off to popularity breeding contempt. There is also 
the attempt to compare these stories to the Tolkein Trilogy. 
This is a mistake. I find less of the Tolkein influence here 
than I do of the Herbert influence from Dune and its sequals. 

The three sections take place at different periods in 
the flow of a 'vforld'. This world can be a dream world, an- 1 
alternate universe or some section of this universe that is 
located at a different time scalt:. Thomas Covenant is 
transposed into this vjorld via an intellegence/creator being, 
ihile is this universe he is given almost unbelievable options 
to control the living creatures cf this world. One of these 
options is to save the world. A case of free choice. 

The basic conflict is that Covenant cannot believe in 
the v/orld or the living beings that live in it. In his 
unbelief he cases much pain. One of the first and most 
impressive actions in the book is a rape scene by Covenant 
of a girl ^vhose mother muct help Covenant. 
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This unbelief is created by the fact that Covenant is 
a leper and within the earth's society if he did not doubt 
his body's sensations and ./hat his senses told him of the 
reality that he lives in he would die. 

There are immense conflicts and retellings of his doubt 
and his inability to trust the charaters of the other world. 
The tone is depressing and oppressive in many sections, but 
the action (there are two wars and much traveling and battles 
witnin the three books) and .the strong characterizations of 
the major people keep the books moving. They are adult fantasies. 
They deal in terms of sex, doubt, vanity, pride and do not 
pull punches. The major female character, who Covenant loves, 
is killed through his inability to cope with her situation and 
aid her. None of the persons in the books are without flaws 
in their personalities and Mr. Donaldson's ability to create 
people would carry many more minor stories. 

These books are worth reading and rereading, they are 
of excellent craftsmanship. The major problem for many 
readers will be their omnipotent air of oppression and 
depression and the layers of verbage that the characters 
talk in without communication to either reader or each other. 

THE BLUE HA :K f Peter Dickinson KING AND d'OIIER, Peter Dickinson 
Del Rey, 1976, *1.95 Avon, 1977, $1.50 

The second one of these books you have probably not 
encountered as it is labeled a mystery and has been issued 
in a series with other D.i«ic1 nson mysteries. Yet, it deals 
vi th an alternate reality, an alternate time stream and could 
flfl easily have been issued as &?• 

3oth books are impressive in their own v;ays. KING AND 
JOKER is about a different British royal family who suffer 
through ecology, soggy corn flakes at breakfast and several 
murders because of a family skeleton. It is pleasant light 
reading that shows the public/private faces of notable people 
can be painful. Enjoyable Saturday afternoon reading. 

THE BLUE HA :'L is not as pleasant. Though the book above 
is a murder mystery, as in many such there is a certain tendancy 
of uncaring for the dead. This book has less of the feel. 

This book is the tale of a novice priest who is moved 
by his god:L to accomplish deeds that the priesthood would 
rather not have occur. iron, the young man, is the center 
of a storm of controversy -that changes the political, economic, 
and religious boundariee of his small land. He also creates 
a position for himself in the new order. 

Both books deal with immature people finding themselves. 
In the first book the search is secondary to the story, in 
the second book the search is the story. These searches should 
not be thought of on the level of 1 who am I? 1 , but rather on 
the level of 1 1 am_ something, which something am I?» The 
second, book, THE B.bUE HA X,, has more impression because of its 
s Ironger message concerning its goals. The mystery solving 
in -the first book detracts from the people to the extent that 
they are secondary to the solution. 
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_ The first "book, iIiI?G AND JGiuSR, can be read as easy 
reading. ^ The second book, though stronger in both character 
and setting, is also just as pleasant to read and as enjoyable.

Partly the problem must be blamed on the fact that this 
is both fantasy and historical. The incentive for this story 
can be found in the Christmas carol, 'Good Ling jenceslas'. 
The rest of the tale deals -with the St. Agnes fountain 
describedin the song and the people that live at the fountain. 
It is a fiction which is surrounded by reality. The story 
concerns an orphan who has been adopted by the weaver of the 
fountain as his association with the outlaws which lead to 
the dissolving of the town at the fountain amid the people 
of the kings forest which surrounds the town, the townsfolk 
and the- kings rangers who patrol the forest. 

There is little joy in the story other than the joy of 
daily life and 1 would have many of those who constantly say 
they wished they had lived during the middle ages read this 
story. 3ti.ll there is little of the total desparation that 
the people lived with either. 

This is a shorb novel as sho.vs the fruit of research, 
for those of you who are interested in reading about the 
■mifSrile ages this is a find.

The first thing to attract the eye is the magnificent 
.helan cover. Elegant. 

This 1 is the second book of a series, which started with 
"tATE CP IVHKL, they are not sequels as much as books which 
contain the same plot (mainly to destroy the' •gate') and 
the same central characters. The characters can be boldly 
defined as Heroine 1 Morgain , VilliansChya uoh , and Ht^oinel-'B 
Assistants I.hi Vanye. This classifies the story, but does 
not tell of the vivid imagery, inconsistent people (in other 
fords 1 human) , and the tides of action that flow through the 
book. 

The characters are completely solid, but their images 
within the reader change and vary as the book proceeds. There 
is more to them than either their actions or purported motives 
or what they say. This makes them real. They are not to 
be completely understood at the first glance. The earth/ 
alternate world that they move through has both history and 
past that is vivid enough to touch. The setting is entire 
of itself. Cherryh creator? marvelous worlds for her people 
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to live in. She creates new histories for the- people to be ^ 
part, of, yet related enough to each other to be the same 
universe.* I envy her, constructions. 

This book should be re£d several times, she has packed 
the story v;ith plot, detail and fabric that a single view 
cannot view the whole. I plan to watch for further stories 
in the series. 

THPJ2E HEARTS AMD THRE2 LI0K3, ?oul Anderson 
Berkley, 1978, $1.75 reprint. 

I' read^this book when I was in high school and I have r-- 
long been looking for a copy of it for myself. -ihen Ballantine 
was doing the fantasy series a few years ago I thought they 
might reissue this as a companion to the other Poul Anderson 
fantasy, HLROF IfflAXCI'S SAGA, but they didn't. i am. very glad 
to see it in print again. 

There are ties to other heroic fantasy, also, mainly 
that of the Ccandanavian cycles. The basic story is that 
of a modern man thrown into a realm of sorcery and swords 1 
like many other such stories. But the thread of ScanJanaivan 
mythology and Poul Anderson's ability $0 create setting and 
-place nhavac ters within it make this sfbry more than ..the vapid 
magic and mush of most s&s novels. 

As in Operation Chaos, Chaos the symbol plays 'a part. 
There is a beautiful enchan tretfe, le Fay who is the enemy. 
There are the Alinnora, laxly and Carahue, friend, who fight 
at his side. The struggle for Holger, the modern man, to 
find his position in that world of myth and ledgend is 
an exceelent type of the genre. 

This is not as 'heavy* as most 'important* novels are 
'supposed' to be, yet I find the story and the manner it is 
told in excellent. 

THEY DYING 2ARTH , Jack V a nce 

Pocket Booka, 1977 1 ^1.25 reprint 

This is a reissue of one of the earliest Jack Vance books, 
and far from it being a novel as the cover leads buyer to 
believe, it is a group of short stories dealing with the 
distant future when Earth ha& decayed and magic^and scieftl&e 
are interwoven into one art. 

The images that Vance conveys with his words are ■billant 
and deoo^cnt. There are men of honor and men who have none, 
there are ul t ornate worlds and variations of all of Earth's 
past societies. i-Ionaters and maidens live in this world and 
her os and heroics save one and kill the other. Thf basic 
flaw of this world is, everything is dying. These stories, 
like Michael Hoor nock's series on TK£ EUD OF TILS, are depressing, 
faded realities of past gl nri ea with no view or hope of future. 

These are visions of decadent and enrapt Earth in an 
age that many \*ould like to dwell, pleasant visiting.
